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A vandal hit the streets of 
Elba during the early pre- 
dawn hours of Monday, 
June 15, and left a path of 
destruction at several busi- 
nesses/buildings. Elba Po- 
lice were able to make an 
arrest before the day was 
over. 

Elba Police Chief Leslie 
Hussey said his department 
began getting calls of the 
vandalism prior to 5 a.m. 
Monday morning, and of- 
ficers immediately went to 
work trying to put all the 
pieces together. Video im- 
ages captured by cameras at 
the Coffee County Water 
Authority, one of the busi- 
nesses victimized by the 
vandal, helped lead Elba of- 
ficers and investigators to 
determine a person of inter- 
est for the crimes. 

Hussey said the old Pea 
River Timber building, lo- 
cated on Davis Street in 
Elba next to the entrance of 
National Security, was one 
of the places damaged dur-

ing this small crime spree. 
He said glass was busted in 
the doors of the building, 
which allowed the suspect 
to gain entry. Inside the 
building, Hussey said the 
suspect allegedly pour gas 
out onto the floor and set 
electrical heaters in front of 
the gas. 

Chief Hussey said it ap- 
peared the intent was to 
burn this. building. For- 
tunately, he said it did not 
come to fruition. 

Down the road from this 
building, the Coffee County 
Water Authority (CCWA) 
building appeared to be the

next target for the vandal- 
ism. At this location, Chief 
Hussey said the suspect(s) 
were captured by camera 
rolling a forklift from the 
building. Soon thereafter, he 
said the forklift is seen run- 
ning with no operator on it 
and headed directly towards 
the building. 

Hussey said the forklift 
hit the building and the 
force of that contact seem- 
ingly caused the forklift to 
flip over on its side. Ad- 
ditional damages were 
caused by the impact of the 
forklift to the building. 

Also Monday morning, 
the owner of Unique Bou- 
tique, located on Buford 
Street in downtown Elba, 
reported that the backside of 
her building had been spray 
painted by a vandal. 

Chief Hussey said the 
suspect could consequently 
also be charged with this 
crime as well as an incident 
of damage to the former

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ADPH reinforces safer at home recommendations 


The Alabama Department 
of Public Health (ADPH) 
cautions the public that the 
risk of contracting the novel 
coronavirus COVID-19 re- 
mains. 

More than 800 cases were 
reported Thursday, June 11. 
This was followed by over 
1,000 new cases on Friday, 
June 12; over 900 cases on 
Saturday, June 13; and over 
800 cases on Sunday, June 
14th. With ongoing com- 
munity transmission, it is 
safer to be at home, officials 
said. 

More than 750 Alabama 
residents have died from the 
novel coronavirus COVID- 
19, more than 2,000 have 
been hospitalized with the 
virus, and about 22,000 
have had confirmed positive 
cases. 

State Health Officer Dr. 
Scott Harris said, “COVID- 
19 spreads quickly, and 
your actions affect others. 
More than ever since the 
pandemic began, we need. 
people to social distance, 
wear face coverings in pub- 


lic, and practice good respi- 
ratory hygiene.” 

Measures needed to re- 
duce the transmission of 
COVID-19 are as follows: 
* Cover coughs and sneezes, 
do not touch your face, and 
wash hands often. 

+ Avoid close contact with 
people who are sick, even 
inside your home. 

Maintain a distance of at 
least 6 feet from others not 
in your household. 

* Use cloth face coverings 
when in public. 

* Clean and disinfect 
frequently used items and 
touched surfaces often. 

Any person can contract 
COVID-19, but certain 
people are more at risk in- 
cluding: 

* People who are close 
contacts of someone known 
to have COVID-19, for ex- 
ample healthcare workers, 
or household members. 

* Persons over 65 years of 
age and those with serious 
health conditions — heart 
disease, diabetes, lung dis- 
ease, HIV, any condition

that affects the immune sys- 
tem, persons with ‘body 


mass index over 40, persons » 


with liver disease, persons 
who live in long-term care. 
Alabama has experienced 
outbreaks at the workplace, 
long-term care facilities, 
and as a result of large gath- 
erings, such as those occur- 
ring during the Memorial 
Day holiday. Although an 
estimated 13,500 Alabam- 
ians are presumed to have 
recovered from COVID-19, 
too many people have ex- 
perienced short- and long- 
term complications.

Stay safe while using household cleaning/disinfectant products to fight COVID-19 


According to a Centers for 
Disease Control and Preven- 
tion (CDC) survey con- 
ducted in May, about 1 in 3 
adults used chemicals or dis- 
infectants unsafely while at- 
tempting to protect their 
homes against the novel co- 
ronavirus COVID-19. 

This follows reports from 
poison control centers since 
the pandemic began that 
some people have used 
harmful methods such as 
swallowing bleach in an at- 
tempt to kill the virus. Ac- 
cording to the CDC, 25 
percent of the people sur- 


veyed reported adverse 
health effects they attributed 
to unsafe cleaning, includ- 
ing nose, sinus, skin or eye 
irritation, dizziness, nausea 
and breathing problems. 
The Alabama Department 
of Public Health advocates 
frequent cleaning and dis- 
infection of high-touch sur- 
faces as one important way 
to prevent the risk of expo- 
sure to COVID-19. Normal 
routine cleaning with soap 
and water will decrease the 
amount of the virus that is 
on surfaces and objects. 
Disinfection using Envi-

However, on Tuesday 
morning, the owner of 
Unique Boutique said she 
had chosen not to press 
charges for her incident 
since it was no worse than it 
was with only the spray 
painting. Taking into con- 
sideration the other charges 
the suspect faces, she told 
The Elba Clipper staff that 
the suspect has confessed to 
spray painting her building, 
and she hoped he would 
learn a lesson [for his 
wrongdoings] from the 
other arrests. 

Mathew Horace Jones, 
age 35, of Elba [his identifi- 
cation shows Opp, Ala., but 
authorities said he had been 
in the Elba area for a while 
now], was charged and ar- 
rested Monday afternoon 


for the crimes at the old Pea 
River Timer building and 
the Coffee County Water 
Authority building. 

Elba Police investigators 
said he is charged [for the 
Pea River Timber building 
incident] with burglary — 
third degree, criminal mis- 
chief — first degree, theft of 
property — fourth degree, 
and attempted arson — sec- 
ond degree; and [for the 
Coffee County Water Au- 
thority incident] with at- 
tempted burglary and 
criminal mischief — first de- 
gree. As of press time this 
week, Jones remained in the 
Coffee County Jail. 

Investigators said ad- 
ditional charges are still 
possible to be brought 
against Jones as their inves- 
tigation continues.

+ Wear protective gear 
such as gloves and eye pro- 
tection when using some 
household cleaning pro- 
ducts. 

- Ensure adequate ventila- 
tion. 

+ Wash hands with soap 
and water after using clean- 
ing products. 

- Only use water at room 
temperature to make a di- 
luted bleach solution.

Helping Children Cop with the Death of a Paren’ 


itis sometimes said that the saddest thing in the world is when a parent 
outlives their children. This may be true, but it can nevertheless be 
devastating for kids to lose their mom or dad, especially when it happens 
at a young age. 

One way to help children who have experienced the loss of a parent is 
to provide them with continuity. Death can seem world-ending, so show 
the child that many things will carry on as normal—including school, 
friendship, and other activities. 

Kids who have lost a parent will often want to share their story, and the] _ 
best way to help them is to listen. Children may also have tough 
questions about death. Challenging though it may be, it’s important to 
answer directly and without euphemism. Telling them that their mom or 
dad has “gone to sleep" or has simply “left us” may be confusing, Also 
note that kids will always set the pace for how they process grief, and 
it's important not to push them; if it seems like they are not yet ready to 
‘talk, just give them some time. 

One important thing to do for a child who is grieving is to help them. 
remember. You can provide a child with photos or mementos with which 
they can remember their deceased mom or dad. Also be willing to share 
memories and to talk about their parent with fondness and affection. 

Finally, note that the loss of a parent can be truly scary, and children 
‘will want to be reassured. Be open with them about who will look after’ 
them going forward, and make sure they feel secure about their own

The game will be played in Tusca- 
loosa the first and last year of the contract, with a trip to 
Mobile in-between. The Tide is 2-1 all-time against the Jag- 
uars and last meet in 2010. South Alabama now has both 
Alabama and Auburn on its 2020-2021 schedule and since 
1976 has played 12 of the 14 teams in the SEC. 

*** It looks like Major League Baseball owners and 
players will never agree to a contract, even if the season 
does start in early-July, as promised by the commissioner. 
The big hang up, of course, is money and the prorated sal- 
aries of the players due to the shortened schedule and a lack 
of fans, In the latest proposal by the owners Atlanta’s Fred- 
die Freeman would have his annual salary cut from $22 mil- 
lion to $8 million, which would come out to a measly 
$105,000 per game. The Braves total payroll would be cut 
from $149 million to just over $52 million, with the biggest 
salaries being cut including Cole Hamels, from $18 million 
to $6.3 million; Marcell Ozuna, from $18 million to $6.3 
million; Mark Melancon, from $14 million to $4.9 million; 
and, Will Smith, from $13 million to $4.6 million. If Hamels 
pitches every fifth day, as expected, his prorated salary 
would pay him only $450,000 per start. I know it’s a case 
of the billionaire owners versus the millionaire players, but 
it is kind of hard to feel sorry for either side. 

*** In closing.... 1 watched the NASCAR truck race Sat- 
urday night and for the life of me didn’t recognize any of 
the vehicles racing around the track as trucks. I know they 
all had emblems on the front and vehicle identification on 
the sides, but they weren’t the kind of trucks we see on the 
dirt roads in south Alabama. I guess that doesn’t really 
matter since the cars I see on NASCAR racing around at 
200 mph aren’t exactly the kind I see going around the by- 
pass.

Joe Wheeler State Park now has ‘awesome trail’

Those who love to explore 
nature have another opportu- 
nity with the opening of the 
new trail at Joe Wheeler 
State Park in northwest Ala- 
bama. The name of the new 
8-mile pathway is the Awe- 
some Trail, literally. 

Ken Thomas, Alabama 
State Parks Trails Coordi- 
nator, said naming the trail 
resulted from a conversation 
he had with Chad Davis, 
State Parks’ Northwest Dis- 
trict Supervisor. 

Thomas said the Awe- 
some Trail was constructed 
through a Recreational Trails 
Program (RTP) grant with 
accessibility for a variety of 


users in mind. 
“We tried to create a trail 


‘that could be used by 


walkers, hikers, mountain 
bikers and trail runners,” 
Thomas said. “The biggest 
consideration for making it 
compatible for everybody is 
that it had to be wide enough 
to support all of those folks. 
These type trails are wider 
than most trails people are 
used to. This allows people 
to walk side by side, and it 
has enough room that a biker 
or jogger could still pass.” 
“The terrain was very sur- 
prising,” he said. “It’s a 
whole lot steeper than 
people realize. Joe Wheeler 
had minimal trails. When I 
started tracking it and figur- 
ing out where we were going

to put the trail, we ran across 
several challenges. The ter- 
rain going into the Tennessee 
River and First Creek is a lot 
steeper than we realized. We 
had to do a lot of bench cut- 
ting, kind of carve the trail 
out of the terrain to create a 
level trail bed. 

“We dealt with some wet 
areas where we had to pick 
the best route to maintain the 
environment, We also found 
a tremendous number of rav- 
vial 

“We-wound up installing 
16 bridges,” he said. “Seven 
of the bridges were 20 feet 
long and two were 30-foot 
bridges. That was a chal- 
lenge. We were only able to 
keep three fords and still 
keep the environmental inte-

grity of the stream.” 

The trail at Joe Wheeler 
was finished in the middle of 
April after months of having ~ 
to deal with the heavy rain- 
fall that kept most of central 
and north Alabama water- 
logged. The new Awesome 
Trail has received rave re- 
views since it opened. 

Thomas said the actual 
construction of trails has ad- 
vanced dramatically in the 
past decade. In fact, he was 
able to become the first trail 
builder in the state to receive 
his HETAP (Highly Efficient 
Trail Assessment Process) 
certification. 

Thomas said the HETAP 
summary allows the user to 
decide which trail is best for 
them.
